The Cranston-Salinger and Rockefeller-Goldwater battles 
are getting all the attention from the armchair politital experts. 

It is true that each is crucial. One will determine whether 
bossism or voluntary political legwork by grass roots clubs and 
rank-and-file labor will control the Democratic Party. The 
other will decide whether moderation or reaction takes over 
the Republican Party in California. 

But there are some very important local races on the June 
2 primary ballot. Perhaps the biggest is that for the Fourth 
District spot on the Board of Supervisors. 

Robert R. Barton, a 37-year-old Berkeleyan who practices 
law in Oakland, has emerged as the first challenger against 
Supervisor Kent Pursel in 13 years.

San Francisco Local 21 of the

to sign or abide by Section 21 of 
the AFLCIO Constitutional No 
Raiding Pact. Local 21 of the 
International Typographical Un= 
beclouded the issues. 

The real issue involved in the 
nine month strike is jurisdiction. 
Local 21 of the International 
Typographical Union is in reale 
ity striking other AFLCIO un- 
ions. Local 21 of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union has 
|struck nine major printing 
plalnts in the city of San Fran- 


-|cisco without ever calling @ 


meeting with the cther unions in 
|the printing trades. prior to or 
following the inception of the 
strike. 

Let us now take a look at the 
|history of the labor movement 
in the printing trades. In the 
history of labor, the printing 
trades were one of the first crafts 
to unionize and have always en= 
joyed a long, proud history of 
unionism, In those days of yore 
the “granddaddy” union of them 
all was the International Typo- 
graphical Union. 

As time passed, various groups 
of craftsmen became dissatisfied 
with the representation they 
|were receiving as part of the 
| Typographical Union. These 
“rebels,” finding that their needs 
were subservient to the men that 
set the type, rebelled and split 
jaway from the old family ties 
and established their own un-= 
jions to service their own pare 
| ticular crafts. 

The Typographical Union did 
not change its ways and try to 
|rectify the situation that was 
causing the splinter groups to 
form. They continued on as the 
“proud” representatives of the 
typesetters. 

As years went by, the methods 
of printing changed with them. 
Until the advent of photography, 
the change has been at a rela- 
tively leisurely pace. Now the 
technological change and auto- 
mation that has struck the print- 
ing trades is craft-shattering! 
During this period of change, 
most printing trades unions have 
been trying to cope with it by 
mastering the new processes. 

In organizing, there is a maxim 
that “he who gets there firstest, 
with the mostest, gets the mem- 
/ bers.” We all have been doing 
ithis in the new fields being 
Opened up in printing. Now 
comes a shout from the Inter- 
national Typographical Union 
that we must all “fork over’ the 
jobs that we have industriously 
gained for our members to the 
Typographical Union. 

We have news for the In- 
ternational Typographical. Un- 
ion — if they want our jobs in 
San Francisco as badly as they 
say, they will have to fight for 
for them.
